A simulated car crash sur- 
rounded by emergency vehicles and 
personnel was a jolt in the right 
direction to start off National Colle- 
giate Alcohol Awareness Week. 

The wreck was staged by the Peer 
Health Educators and Bacchus 
Canada with the help of Alberta 
Public Safety Services to target in- 
coming students with the conse- 
quences of drinking and driving. 

The staged accident “severely 
injured” four volunteers, one male 
and three female, but all were res- 
cued in time. All four needed spinal 
supports before they could be re- 
moved from the green Thunderbird. 
The “Jaws of Life” had to be used to 
get the driver out. 

“It was the scariest thing in my 
life,” said victim Karen Shufelt who 
satin the front passenger seat as she 
waited for paramedics and firemen 
to pull her out of the car. 

“The cold is a little tough on the 
patients,” said Steve Ward, one of 
the rescuers, adding thathe thought 
the 20-minute operation “went 
rather well.” 

The victims make up was done 
by Graham Flatt and Doug McRae 


from Northern Alberta Casualty 
Simulation. They made the victims 
appear to be severely injured. 

“Quite a few people thought it 
was real and that’s pretty well the 
best compliment you can have,” 
they said about the make over it 
took 45 minutes to apply. 

Marion Selfridge, promotions 
coordinator for the Peer Educators, 
said they handed out500 pamphlets

Finances first says SU

RATT has failed to meet the SUB 
environmental standards of the 
Green Plan, say campus environ- 
mental groups. 

Despite an $110 000 renovation 
this summer, including new kitchen 
facilities, styrofoam plates and 
plastic cutlery are still being used. 
This creates non-recyclable waste 
and is contrary to the Students’ 
Union environmental policy. 

Kelly Small of the Environmen- 
tal Campus Organisation (ECO) 
says University businesses should 
be the most responsible to set a 
good example for the rest of the 
campus community. 

“T think it’s ridiculous that they 
didn’t take the environment into 
consideration in their renovations.” 

Sean Andrew, SU vp finance and 
administration, says many other 
concerns were more pressing and 
with the limited time they had to 
plan the changes, environmental 
issues were not a priority consid- 
eration. 

“The profitability of RATT was 
decreasing—we did renovations to 
alleviate that.” 

Now that the renovations have 


been completed however, he says 
the SU will have more time to con- 
sider the goals of the Green Plan 
and work in conjunction with it. 
The Green Plan, released in 1991, 
lists as some of its goals reducing 
waste and consumption, and es- 
tablishing an environmental pur- 
chasing policy, which could disal- 
low the use of non-reusable or re- 
cyclable materials. 

Andrew says there are still many 
other business considerations to 
take into account. The SU has ob- 
tained an estimate of $20 000 for 
purchasing dishes and cutlery, and 
Andrew says they do not want to 
spend that much money until they 
know RATT is once again a source 
of profit. 

“We want to see what the return 
on our investment is before we 
spend additional money." 

Theft can also be a problem, he 
said. 

“Tf stuff goes missing, it adds to 
the cost of doing business.” 

Andrew says further improve- 
ments will be dependent on how 
much money the SU has, and how 
well RATT is doing financially.

Female lawyers find “their own voice”

The Women’s Law Forum 
(WLEF) at the University of Alberta 
law school has reached a consensus 
to become an all-women’s organi- 
sation. 

The forum recently publicized 
their decision in the organization’s 
October newsletter. Member Barb 
Strange gives a detailed outline of 
the reasons surrounding the deci- 
sion to exclude men in the news- 
letter. The main concerns expressed 
by members were safety and au- 
tonomy. 

“Many women want a comfort- 
able, pro-woman environment, 
where speakers really listen to each 
other, rather than compete with 
each other,” Strange writes. 

The WLF is a feminist collective 
belonging to the National Associa- 
tion of Women and the Law. 
(NAWL), whose aim is to seek 
equality in the male-dominated 
field of law. 

One concern expressed by the 
WLE was that the women would 
look towards the men in the group

to validate their ideas, and to lead 
the discussions. 

"It’s the way society conditions 
us,” says member Lisa Meyers. 

“Women are socialized not to 
speak up. An example of this is in 
the Family Law Project, where there 
are about 22 women volunteers to 
about six men. But, the female to 
male ratio in terms of leadership is 
about two to six.” 

Another reason for the decision 
was the general feeling among 
members. that men are not as well 
informed about issues concerning 
women, and therefore cannot be 
empathetic. Strange writes that “the 
project to teach men is doomed 
because the gendered experiences 
of women’s lives are not something 
readily conveyed to men.” 


Myers explains: “They (men) 
simply will not understand, unless 
it is put into their frame of refer- 
ence. For example, themeninvolved 
in creating the new pornography 
laws did not fully understand what 
women meant when they referred 
to degrading material which was 
degrading to men.” 

Myersadds thatmenshould form 
their own support group to discuss 
gender oppression from a male 
perspective. 

Despite the controversial nature 
of this decision, Myers says there 
has been little backlash. 

“There were two or threewomen 
who expressed concern about the 
agreement, until they read the 
newsletter to understand the rea- 
sons behind it. The men who have 
supported us also understand the 
reasons behind it,” explains Myers. 
She is also quick to note that the 
forum is in no way anti-men. 

“We are not a group of male- 
bashers. It’s just that as soon as

The WISEST of 


them all

Ten years ago, Susan Jackel 
analysed academic staff at the 
University of Alberta. She found 
in contrast to their more numerous 
male peers, female faculty were 
eight times less likely to be married 
and have families. 

One interpretation of these re- 
sults might be that it is eight times 
harder for women to mix academic 
careers and family life. 

Jackel, now a professor of Ca- 
nadian studies, was speaking last 
Wednesday at WISEST’s (Women 
in Scholarship, Engineering, Sci- 
ence, and Technology) 10th anni- 
versary symposium. Other 
speakers included primatologist 
Linda Fedigan, and pharmacolo- 
gist Terri Allen, all involved since 
WISEST’s inception. For the 
founding members, the results of 
Jackel’s survey were further proof 
that organisation was needed. 

The group was formed at the 
initiative of former U of A vice- 
president research J. Gordon 
Kaplin who saw that women were 
under-represented on the faculties 
of certain disciplines, particularly 
science and engineering. WISEST 
sponsors UAYs (University of 
Alberta Women in Science and 


Engineering),and supports women 
involved in those disciplines. 

In introductory remarks to the 
40 people at the symposium, 
chemistry professor Margaret Ann 
Armour noted that in 1981, only 
five per cent of science faculty were 
women, and a smaller percentage 
in engineering. But she adds that 
while WISEST isn’t counting suc- 
cess in numbers, it’s gratifying to 
see women moving beyond un- 
dergraduate studies to decision 
making positions in those areas. 

For third-year biochemistry stu- 
dent Tina Strack, family support 
was the significant factor in her 
plans for a career in science. She 
says WISEST “is an opportunity to 
meet faculty members and talk 
about issues related to women”. 

Strack has been involved in en- 
couraging others. WISEST’s sum- 
mer research programme brings 
50 grade 11 students to the U of A 
for six weeks. Young women work 
on science projects in science and 
engineering, while young men in 
the programme undertake projects 
innursing and clothing and textiles. 

Armour says, “If that’s not 
changing stereotypes, I’m not sure 
what is.” 


Campus child 
care sought 


Current policy under review

Subsidized, low cost, drop-in 
child care facilities could become a 
reality for University of Alberta 
students. 

The Council on Student Life 
(COSL) met last week to discuss 
and review the child care recom- 
mendation. 

“Students want someone to turn 
toconcerning their child care,” says 
Genevieve Johnson, an education 
psychology professor who is heads 
the committee that recommended 
the child care reforms. 

“At least 500 children’s parents 
are dissatisfied with current child 
care facilities.” 

Atpresent, the University is giv- 
ing minimal funding to four out of 
five affiliated daycares. The child 
care committee would like to 
change this by developing a low 
cost, drop in programme on cam- 
pus. The proposed rate for this child 
carecentre would runatabout$2.50 
per hour. 

The funding for this type of 
programme was heavily discussed. 
There was some confusion as to 


whether this was a free-enterprise 
venture designed to make a profit. 
In the end, COSL decided that the 
important thing was getting the 
funding period. 

“It doesn’t matter where the 
money comes from,” says Johnson 

Ebire Sobstyl, the Graduate 
Students’ Association representa- 
tive was concerned that funding 
may have tocome fromcommercial 
sponsors. 

Sobstyl felt that if McDonald’s 
was to donate money, then the 
children might be propagandized 
by the "Golden Arches." 

There was also some contention 
as to whether the daycare should 
be restricted to the exclusive use of 
students. Fran Trehearne, director 
ofhuman rights, felt university staff 
should haveaccess to the child care 
facilities as well. However John- 
son had some reservations about 
opening up the daycare beyond 
the use of students because the 
proposed centre can only hold 80 
children.

McLaughlin visits U of A 
to say Yes to students

The Yes side brought in some 
reinforcements to its table in HUB

Audrey McLaughlin spent the 
noon hour speaking with U of A 
students about the upcoming ref- 
erendum. 

She says that with more infor- 
mation available, she finds that 
most people have been reading it 
and are asking the right questions 
about the agreement. 

“What concerns me is people 
who take one aspect (of the 
Charlottetownagreement) without 
having read it. I respect people 
who have read it and have come to 
a decision based on that.” 

She believes that the agreement 
includes “some positive things that 
will help Canada to move on, and 
turn the page in Canadian history. 


It’s a very historic moment.” 

The federal NDP leader wasona 
one day visit to Edmonton which 
included meeting with the edito- 
rial board of the Edmonton Journal, 
and attending a forum on native 
concerns related to the constitu- 
tional agreement. 

McLaughlin didn’t come to the 
University with an entirely differ- 
ent message for students, but was 
consistent with previous Yes ar- 
guments. 

Her position is the accord “is a 
step forward for Canada, an his- 
toric consensus to bring Quebecin, 
with the very important feature of 
aboriginal self-government.” 

As the MP for the Yukon, she 
pointed out that it was important 
to her that people from northern 
Canada were also included in the 


agreement. 

While much of McLaughlin’s 
itinerary isreferendum related, she 
said that while people were dis- 
cussing the political constitution, 
such things as the “economic con- 
stitution” of the country should 
not be forgotten. 

McLaughlin was involved in a 
demonstration in Vancouver last 
Sunday opposing free trade and 
the recently signed North Ameri- 
can free trade agreement. 

Upon being informed that 
Stompin’ Tom Connors has issued 
a two page letter supporting the 
No side, Ms. McLaughlin said that 
the development would not influ- 
ence her campaigning for the Yes 
side, although she might think 
about “Sudbury Saturday night”, 
refering to one of Connors' songs.

Safeway false 
advertising

There area number of arguments 
why a person should adopt veg- 
etarianism as an alternative to eat- 
ing meat (each comes complete 
with a hysterical, corporate-influ- 
enced, flatulent counter-argu- 
ment). Briefly, these are: meat is 
bad, cows are nice, don’t kill them; 
we don’tneed meat, it’s unnatural; 
eating meat is a extension of the 
objectification of male consump- 
tion of women, and noteating meat 
counters patriarchal values and ste- 
reotypes; or there are various reli- 
gious reasons. Personally, none of 
these arguments had enough 
weight until I read a booklet on 
animal farming published by 
WorldWatch, “an independent, 
nonprofit research organization 
created to analyse and to focus at- 
tention on global problems.” 

Their justification for assuming 
a vegetarian diet is an environ- 
mental one. Of course, I could give 
a lengthy and somewhat tedious 
summary of the statistics, but I 
won't. You'd be frustrated and 
annoyed. So, ina paragraph or less: 
A livestock economy is the second 
most destructive thing we asa spe- 
cies are doing to this planet (cars 
are first): More than 3000 litres of 
‘water are used to produce a kilo- 
gram of American beef. Since 1970, 
farmers and ranchers have con-

verted more than 20 million hect- 
ares of Latin America’s moist tropi- 
cal forests to cattle pasture. In Latin 
America, no other major type of 
agricultural enterprise creates 
fewer jobs per hectare than ranch- 
ing. Beef protein is less efficient 
economically, biologically and en- 
vironmentally than wheat, soy or 
beans. Roughly 38% of the world’s 
grain is fed to livestock. One third 
of the planet’s surface is grazing 
land for animals (and areas like the 
Sahara and the American MidWest 
bear the scars of unrestrained ani- 
mal farming, like erosion). 


But statistics are tiresome. And 
kind of misleading, if used for evil 
and not good. The bottom line is: 
becoming a vegetarian can’t hurt 
you (if you know what you’re do- 
ing). It’s cheaper, safer, it’s better 
for you, it makes more sense, and it 
helps our sick and ravaged planet 
get better, since that seems to be so 
in vogue these days. 

But is it easy? Not really. An- 
other reason I took so long to be- 
come a vegetarian is that there re- 
ally isn’t any apparent support or 
help in Edmonton: only one veg- 


etarian restaurant (though there is 
asociety). Butitis possible. There’s 
lots of pasta on campus, vegetar- 
ian pizza and subs, vegetable 
samosas at that donairplacein HUB 
(for only 60 cents), the Bottleneck 
has a great falafel, and even taco 
time has meatless burritos and 
stuff. So, slowly, it is happening. 
Rejoice. 

Soon, you won’t have to worry 
about making these decisions any- 
way. Our planet will no longer be 
able to support the automobile and 
the cow, so big industry will have 
to come up with some alternatives 
(to remain profitable), suchas pigs, 
poultry and fish (in order of in- 
creasing desirability). These ani- 
mals eat less, cost less, and provide 
plenty of protein. 

Maybe, like me, you'll just try to 
cut down beef consumption over a 
period of a few months, then cut it 
out entirely. Then pigs and chick- 
ens. Fish you can keep for a while 
(until the problems we face on land 
become a ravaging of the ocean 
[which is already becoming an is- 
sue]). Just ease off meat slowly. 
Read a few books (like Diet for a 
Small Planet) and experiment with 
your diet. Try that East Indian res- 
taurant in your neighborhood, 
Veggies, or Mongolian Food Expe- 
rience. Eat a greater variety of 
things. 

You'll feel better, lighter, and join 
the ranks of Bob Marley, the Indigo 
Girls, and Michael Stipe of R.E.M., 
who think there is a better way.

JOY: 


What is the central theme of your music? 

Originally, the group began with playing 
instrumental music of Peru and Bolivia. This 
is acultural zone of great importance which 
has a great deal to offer in its music. 

There was also a recording made in 
dedication to the Sandino people of Nica- 
ragua. There is also the movement of the 
New Chilean song style whichis based upon 
the ancient culture. These three things I 
mentioned are the basic points on which the 
style of the group is built. 


Where were you when the Chilean coup 
d’etat occurred in 1973? 

Wewereon the first leg ofa European tour 
and found ourselves in Rome. There was a 
great suppression of all artists, and due to 
the danger posed by the regime of Pinochet, 
we were unable to return. 


How long were you in exile? 
For seventeen years. From 1973-1988. 


Did your music change in those years? 

After developing a style, then came the 
military coup and we found ourselves in 
exile, feeling a total loss of dignity. So we 
then shifted to a political protest because it 
was totally unacceptable for the dictatorship 
of Pinochet to exist.

Christopher Columbus. Saint or scoun- 
drel? Great explorer or heinous criminal? 
Until recently, Columbus has been hailed as 
one of America’s heroes, but in our era of 
historical iconoclasm, his “discovery” of the 
Americas has been subject to a great deal of 
scrutiny. 

1492: Conquest of Paradise , Ridley Scott's 
new film chronicling 30 years in the life of 
Columbus, is already under scrutiny itself. It 
is not, as some people have speculated, a 
“glorification of genocide.” It is instead a 
film about Christopher Columbus and gives 
an objective depiction of Spain’s unlawful 
entry into the Americas. Hero or villain, it is 
important to remember that Columbus was 


Your group has added more instruments 
as you have grown and traveled. What addi- 
tions were made during your exile? 

We continued adding instruments as we 
met more and more musicians from other 
nations such as Sweden, Italy, and Ireland. 
Werecovered many instruments from Chile, 
we added some from Columbia and Mexico 
as we expanded our repertoire, and included 
forms from Europe. 


How did you develop musically while in 
exile? 

We continued with the work we had be- 
gun in Chile. In Italy, we released another 
recording about the Andean people. We 
made great efforts, despite the costs to kept 
on touring through Latin America. This al- 
lowed us to continue exploring and learning 
about the music of the regions and making 
contacts with many musicians. There was a 
great interest to not lose contact with the 
culture and the music of the region. The 
music had to open up to a new atmosphere 
where the message conveyed to theaudience 
was more than just confined to the three 
minutes of a normal popular song. 


Is there any music that stands out in your 
mind? 


Weare very much impressed by classical 
music and the music of the European schol- 
ars who were inspired to write popular 
music. 


You have worked with several interna- 
tional rock musicians in the past, including 
England's Peter Gabriel. How did you meet 
and become involved with him? 

We met him during the Amnesty Interna- 
tional Tour which involved many well 
known artists. 


Was it a rewarding experience? 

He is a very sensible person, who is 
strongly willing to help the plight of the 
nations living under repression. 

A concert was performed on the border of 
Chile. Sting, Tracey Chapman, Reuben 
Blades, Winton Marsalis and Peter all ac- 
companied us onasong by the great Chilean 
singer Victor Jara. Some time after, Peter 
contacted us to accompany him on the re- 
cording of the song “Wildflower”. 


So far, you have produced over 20 albums. 
What can we expect from your new record? 

Well this begins a new stage for us. 

We are still expanding our musical pan- 
orama and spending more energy on the

present life. The world has undergone major 
changes. 


Now that you are back in Chile, how has 
the dictatorship changed the nation? 

Itis difficult torecord all the social changes 
that have occurred in our country. The 
movement of the New Chilean song, that is 
to construct a new musical language, is still 
very much part of our group. 

During the dictatorship many songs and 
instruments were outlawed but the groups 
in exile were able to enter music into under- 
ground pockets which maintained the folk- 
loric culture. Chile isa nationstrong and rich 
musically and the movement will continue 
flourishing. 


What do you see in Chile’s future? 

The democratic movement is growing, 
but the loss of the Left in politics around the 
world has left some nations sadly under the 
exploitation of the capitalist. Like the Chil- 
ean singer Violetta Parra once said,”The 
people never know what awaits them the 
next day.” Changes in the military institu- 
tion, and its relation with the civil institution 
will have to take place. However, itis impor- 
tant that all the pain and suffering inflicted 
on the Chilean people be dealt within the 
proper justice of the system. 


What is your opinion of Canada... aside 
from the cold weather? 

Itis always important to us to perform our 
music to all audiences, and to reach out not 
only to the ethnic crowd, but to everyone. 
There is a great opportunity here to present 
our work from our experiences of 25 years.

watched helplessly as the “new world” fell 
apart around him and was turned into a 
blood-soaked battleground as the Spaniards 
sought to gain complete control of the terri- 
tory. Shouldered with the blame, Columbus 
was ignored by history until centuries later, 
until the “truth” was revealed... and now, . 
centuries after that, another “truth” is being 
revealed. First Columbus wasa bastard, then 
he was a hero, now he is a bastard again. 
Notwithstanding whathappened in America 
after 1492, we will probably never know 
what Columbus was really like. 

1492 is a true epic. That said, it surpris- 
ingly fails to capture the imagination. Unlike 
other epics such as Spartacus or Cyrano de 
Bergerac, it doesn’t reach out and embrace 
you. 

The most impressive thing about the film 
is theamazing photography by Adrian Biddle. 
The shots of Columbus’ three ships setting 
sail at sunrise are particularly breathtaking, 
with beautiful use of camera filters 
throughout to enhance color. Gerard 
Depardieu is tremendous as usual and the 
rest of the cast give fine performances. 

1492 has everything an epic needs: a pro- 
vocative subject, excellent production, out- 
standing sets, a solid screenplay, and beau- 
tiful cinematography. However, the greatest 
flaw with 1492, sadly, is that the whole isn’t 
as great as the sum of its parts.

need. In the past year alone, this has been the 
storyline to such movies as The Hand that 
Rocks the Cradle, Unlawful Entry and now, 
Consenting Adults. 

In this version of that all. too familiar 
premise, Richard Parker (Kevin Kline) and 
his wife Priscilla (Mary Elizabeth 
Mastrantonio) are the unsuspecting and 
presumably happy couple. During the day 
they work side by side writing advertising 
jingles, at night they return to their lovely 


suburban house, and on weekends their 
young daughter comes home froma school 
for musically gifted children. Naturally, this 
model family is not without its problems 
and all that is needed is an evil villain to 
expose and exploit those hidden sources of 
discontent. 

Enter the Parkers' new neighbours, Eddy 
and Kay Otis (Kevin Spacey and Rebecca 
Miller). The twocouples become fast-friends, 
mutual attractions appear to be blossoming 
and for a while, wife-swapping looks like a 
feasible scenario. 

Unfortunately for Richard, breaking that 
good old Tenth Commandment (Thou shalt 
not covet thy neighbour’s wife) and con- 
spiring to break the Seventh (Thou shalt not 
commit adultery) ends up resulting in his 
imprisonment, along with the loss of his job, 
his family and his house. Against all odds, 
he must establish his innocence and re-es- 
tablish his happy home. 

The movie does have its moments of ten- 
sion but for the most part, the highly pre- 
dictable plotline undermines any real drama. 
In addition, like as inso many movies about 
nightmare infidelity, Consenting Adults is also 
plagued by such transparently bone-headed 
moves by the main characters that the au- 
dience can’t help but wonder if anybody is 
actually that stupid in real life. Unfortu- 
nately, with its reliance on an overused plot 
that is not nearly as suspenseful as it should 
be, this film seems to anticipate an audience 
as simple as its characters.
